Blood Bank 'Payments' 


Marin County’s credit with Ir­ 
win Memorial Blood Bank is get­ 
ting shaky, Dr. John H. Manwar- 
ing warned today. 
"We’re 
behind in our 
’pay­ 
ments’,” he explained, and urged 
all who could donate blood Friday 
at the San Rafael Elks Club where 
Irwin Memorial bloodmobile will 
take collections from 2:30 to 5:30 
pm. 
Dr. Manwaring, director of blood 
bank substations at the three hos­ 
pitals in Marin, explained that 
Marin is technically allowed to be 
in debt to the blood bank for 183 
units of blood for not more than 
45 days. 
But him report on the blood ac­ 


count shows that Marin owes 199 
units of blood, and that 117 of 
those have been owed for longer 
than 45 days. 
“This is obviously excessive,” he 
continued, "since whole blood must 
be used within 21 days after it 
has been donated. Whole blood 
contains living cells which die in 
that legth of time.” 
Blood donations may be given 
for blood already received, for a 
blood reserve fund, or for use in a 
military, veterans or state hos­ 
pital. 
The Elks Club in San Rafael is 
located at Fifth avenue and B 
street.

“There is no question.” he said, 
“hut that poor books, bad books 
of any sort, should be weeded 
out of our library shelves.” 
He said that the 20,000 trade 
apprentices now training in Cali­ 
fornia needed to be' increased at 
least four times and that addi­ 


tional thousands should be in pre- 
apprentice classes. 
The convention was asked by the 
speaker to' express itself on what 
he said was efforts by some book 
publishers to stop the printing of 
school textbooks by the state 
printer. 
“Regardless of how the publish­ 
ers feel about it,” he added, “this 
way of doing business has saved 
the taxpayers of California many 
millions of dollars.”

Altogether, six actors and an 
actress were called before the 
if o vl s e Un-American. Activities 
Committee yesterday and each in 
turn refused to answer when asked 
about communism. When one de­ 
clared this refusal contained no 
implication of guilt, Committee 
Chairman Francis E, Walter (D- 
Pa.), snapped back: 
“You can refuse to answer and 
we can all draw whatever infer­ 
ence we wish.” 
PROBE DENOUNCED 
The probe was denounced, as a 
“star chamber procedure” by ac­ 
tor Lou Polan. Polan read a 
statement arguing that the com­ 
mittee lacked authority to con­ 
duct the investigation, At the end 
he announced: 
“I refuse to answer any ques­ 
tions that this committee puts be­ 
fore me.” His defiance brought ap­ 
plause from the hearing audience, 
but Walter warned it could bring 
a citation, for contempt. 
Most witnesses complained that 
the committee’s questions invaded 
their privacy and threatened the 
constitutional right of free asso­ 
ciation. One of these was Phil 
.Leeds, 39, who played in. the re­ 
cent stage hit “Can Can.,” and. in 
several TV shows. He declared: 
“The committee is intruding 
upon my privacy as an Ameri­ 
can citizen. In America you can 
believe in any thing. You. can be­ 
lieve in. Yogi Berra or that lan­ 
olin will save the world.” 
At the end of the day, Walter 
commented: 
“I am sure that these people 
have demonstrated that there is 
something to be concealed .in. the 
framework of th e theatrical 
unions.” 
Unions repeatedly mentioned 
during the hearing were Actors 
Equity and. the American Feder­ 
ation of Television and Radio 
Artists. 
Five witnesses cited the Fifth 
Amendment to the Constitution, 
which protects a citizen from self- 
incrimination. Two who simply 
based their refusal, on an alleged 
lack of authority on the part of 
the committee wTere Polan and 
actor George Tyne. 
Tyne, who recently appeared in 
the stage show “Lunatics and 
Lovers,” challenged the commit­ 
tee, saying it had “no right to in­ 
vade my inner beliefs, my con­ 
science and my associations.” 
Polan, who is now playing the 
sheriff in the hit play “Bus Stop,” 
colled the Investigation “a lawless 
effort to censor the legitimate 
theater or control the entertain­ 
ment.” 
PURPOSE: FEAR 
“I think the purpose of this 
committee is to throw fear into' 
the •theater,” declared another 
actor, Martin Wolf son, 51, a vet­ 
eran Broadway performer. 
“This is an attack on the thea­ 
ter,” said Stanley Prager, 38, a 
comedian, now appearing in. the 
musical, hit "The Pajama Game." 
He continued, “I believe that what 
I think and say and with whopi 
I associate is,not this committee’s 
concern.” 
Actor John Randolph drew 
laughs from the spectators when 
he said of his present acting job: 
"Right now—and I mean no­ 
thing personal by this—I am in 
the Brattle Theater (Cambridge, 
Mass.) playing in ‘Much Ado 
About Nothing,.’ ”

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HITS WITNESSES' MEMORY 
Ex-PW Denies Causing 
Deaths Of 3 Other GIs 


NEW YORK (JP)— Sgt. James C. 
Gallagher denies that he caused 
the death of three fellow prisoners 
of war in North Korea and says 
those who claim he did just don’t 
remember what happened. 


In testimony at his court-mar­ 
tial yesterday, Gallagher, 23, said 
of prosecution witnesses: 
“They’re not lying—they’re just 
not remembering. That happened 
years ago (in 1950)—if their mem­ 
ory isn’t as good as mine, I can’t 
help that.” 
Gallagher, who was to return 
to the stand today, gave his ver­ 
sion of the incidents and stuck to 
it in an hour of sharp cross-exam­ 
ination. 
The Brooklyn soldier is accused 
of collaborating with his Red cap­ 
tors and of second-degree murder 
in the alleged deaths of three 
prisoners. 
Before Gallagher took the stand, 
a score of prosecution witnesses 
testified that he sought favor with 
the Communists and that his treat­ 
ment of three prisoners caused 
their deaths. They said he threw 
Cpl. 
D o n a l d 
Thomas 
Baxter, 
Waukon, Iowa, and Cpl. John W il­ 
liam Jones, Detroit, out of the 
prisoners’ squalid hut and let them 


freeze to death. Both men war« 
weak and ill with dysentery. 
Gallagher admitted he and an­ 
other man had carried Jones out 
of the hut after the sick soldier 
failed to respond to orders to clean 
himself. However, Gallagher said, 
he carried Jones back in again 
after about 15 minutes. 
Gallagher denied putting Baxter 
out and said that on the contrary 
he had helped carry him into the 
hut after he collapsed in the com­ 
pound. 
Gallagher also denied doing any­ 
thing that would kill the third 
man, 
previously 
unnamed 
but 
whom 
Gallagher 
called 
Dunn. 
Other 
witnesses 
said 
Gallagher 
hung the man on a wall peg and 
beat him, after which the man 
died. 
Gallagher testified that he had 
put Dunn on the peg to help him 
exercise and overcome the effects 
of pneumonia.

G EN EV A (A3)—The United States 
told the world in detail today how 
to 
make 
high-purity 
uranium 
metal—a basic material for atom­ 
ic energy production—on a large 
scale and at low cost. 
The operational technique was 
described at the 72-nation atoms- 
for-peace conference by Dr. H. A. 
W ilhelm of the U.S. Atomic Energy 
Commission’s contract laboratory 
at Iowa State College. 
He said the description was in­ 
tended to be detailed enough to 
allow uranium metal producers in 
any country of the world to dup­ 
licate the process. 
The process, he said, involved 
mixing uranium compound—uran­ 
ium 
tetrafluoride—with 
magne­ 
sium metal and placing the mix­ 
ture in a furnace to initiate a 
“ reduction” reaction leading to the 
production of uranium metal itself. 
Uranium metal, as distinguished 
from raw uranium ore, is the 
basic material of atomic energy 
production for both peaceful and 
m ilitary uses. 
Wilhelm hinted that the method 
he described played the key role 
in the wartime production of the 
metal for the atom bomb. 
Another American Scientist, Dr. 
M. Calvin, of the University of 
California at Berkeley, reported a 


major advance toward solving and 
duplicating the process of photo­ 
synthesis—nature’s method of sup­ 
plying food to the wrorld. 
He said he and his associates 
had identified all the steps in one 
of two stages by 
which 
green 
plants 
under 
sunlight 
convert 
water and carbon 
dioxide 
into 
food-stuffs. He said they had de­ 
tected every stage of the process 
by which carbon dioxide is “re­ 
duced” to form carbohydrates— 
sugars and starches. 
Soviet scientists told the confer­ 
ence last week they believe they 
are on the verge of solving the 
mystery of photosynthesis. 
Calvin said the process remain­ 
ing to be solved is how solar en­ 
ergy is absorbed by chlorophyll or 
how the green pigment of plants 
is used to “split” 
molecules 
of 
water to supply hydrogen needed 
to “reduce” carbon dioxide.

GENEVA (/P>—'The United States 
told the world in detail today how 
to 
make 
high-purity 
uranium 
metal—a basic material for atom­ 
ic energy production—on a large 
scale and at low cost. 
The operational technique was 
described at the 72-nation atoms- 
for-peace conference by Dr. H. A. 
Wilhelm of the U.S. Atomic Energy 
Commission’s contract laboratory 
at Iowa State College. 
He said the description was in­ 
tended to be detailed enough to 
allow uranium metal producers in 
any country of the world to dup­ 
licate the process. 
The process, he said, involved 
mixing uranium compound—uran­ 
ium 
tetrafluoride—with 
magne­ 
sium metal and placing the mix­ 
ture in a furnace to initiate a 
“reduction” reaction leading to the 
production of uranium metal itself. 
Uranium metal, as distinguished 
from raw * uranium ore, is the 
basic material of atomic energy 
production for both peaceful and 
military uses. 
Wilhelm hinted that the method 
he described played the key role 
in the wartime production of the 
metal for the atom bomb. 
Another American Scientist, Dr. 
M. Calvin, of the University of 
California at Berkeley, reported a

major advance toward solving and 
duplicating the process of photo­ 
synthesis—nature’s method of sup­ 
plying food to the world. 
He said he and his associates 
had identified all the steps in one 
of two stages by 
which 
green 
plants 
under 
sunlight 
convert 
water and carbon dioxide into 
food-stuffs. He said they had de­ 
tected every stage of the process 
by which carbon dioxide is “re­ 
duced" to form carbohydrates— 
sugars and starches. 
Soviet scientists told the confer­ 
ence last week they believe they 
are on the verge of solving the 
mystery of photosynthesis. 
Calvin said the process remain­ 
ing to be solved is how solar en­ 
ergy is absorbed by chlorophyll or 
how the green pigment of plants 
is used to “split” 
molecules 
of 
water to supply hydrogen needed 
to “reduce” carbon dioxide.

“They’re not lying—they're just 
not remembering. That happened 
years ago (in 1950)—if their mem­ 
ory isn’Jj. as good as mine, I can’t 
help that.” 
Gallagher, who was to return 
to the stand today, gave his ver­ 
sion of the incidents and stuck to 
it in an hour of sharp cross-exam­ 
ination. 
The Brooklyn soldier is accused 
of collaborating with his Red cap­ 
tors and of second-degree murder 
in the alleged deaths of three 
prisoners. 
Before Gallagher took the stand, 
a score of prosecution witnesses 
testified that he sought favor with 
the Communists and that his treat­ 
ment of three prisoners caused 
their deaths. They said he threw 
Cpl. D o n a l d Thomas Baxter, 
Waukon, Iowa, and Cpl. John Wil­ 
liam Jones, Detroit, out of the 
prisoners’ squalid hut and let them 


freeze to death. Both men wert 
weak and ill with dysentery. 
Gallagher admitted he and an­ 
other man had carried Jones out 
of the hut after the sick soldier 
failed to respond to orders to clean 
himself. However, Gallagher said, 
he carried Jones back hi again 
after about 15 minutes. 
Gallagher denied putting Baxter 
out and said that on the contrary 
he had helped carry him into th« 
hut after he collapsed in the com­ 
pound. 
Gallagher also denied doing any­ 
thing that would kill the third 
man,

Other witnesses said Gallagher 
hung the man on a wall peg and 
beat him, after which the man 
died.

The noteworthy improve­ 
ments in the lenses and in fitting 
techniques are due to research and 
study in this country. 
Contrary to common belief, it 
does not hurt to place a contact 
lens on the eye. The lens is smaller 
than a dime, a lightweight, smooth 
piece of plastic. The eye tissue is 
very sensitive to small sharp ob­ 
jects, a speck of dirt for example; 
but it does not object to the flat 
pressure of the contact lens.

1. The ordinance puts no limit 
on the amount of assessment that 
can be levied on property owners 
of a district. 
2. The method of implementa­ 
tion is undemocratic. The ordin­ 
ance requires opposition by own­ 
ers of 50 per cent of the assessed 
valuation of a district to stop pro­ 
ceedings. Fifty per cent of land 
area would be more democratic, 
and 50 per 
cent 
of 
individual 
property owners is the most de­ 
mocratic. 
“The only truly enabling fea­ 
ture of this particular ordinance 
is th at it enables a small clique 
on Fourth street to dominate the 
majority,” the attorney charged. 
Owners of only 45 per cent of 
the land area 
involved 
in 
the 
mayor’s committee plan for off- 
street parking want the parking 
lots set up, Boyd declared. This 
means a minority 
is

REFUTES FIGURES 
Attorney Julius Selinger, rising 
to the defense of the ordinance, 
refuted Boyd’s figures.

They 
rest snugly under the eyelids, are 
practically invisible, yet give the 
wearer perfect eyesight. 
Recent development of new types 
of contact lenses, micro-lenses, has 
greatly increased their use. The 
new lenses are easier to fit and 
to wear. Improved fitting methods 
have helped to make them practi­ 
cal for an increasing number of 
people. 
The original contact lenses were 
developed nearly one hundred 
years ago. Since then, the Ger­ 
mans were leaders in this field 
for many years. Now, American 
contact lenses fpr surpass all 
others. The noteworthy improve­ 
ments in the lenses and in fitting 
techniques are due to research and 
study in this country. 
Contrary to common belief, it 
does not hurt to place a contact 
lens on the eye. The lens is smaller 
than a dime, a lightweight, smooth 
piece of plastic. The eye tissue is 
very sensitive to small sharp ob­ 
jects. a speck of dirt for example; 
but it does not object to the flat 
pressure of the contact lens. 
Successful fitting depends upon 
the structure of the eyeball. Some 
eyes are easy to fit, others in­ 
herently difficult. Examination by 
a contact lens specialist is the only 
way to find out about any particu­ 
lar case. It may not be necessary 
to go through all of the fitting 
procedures 
to 
determine 
the 
chances of success. 
Contact lenses are easy to get 
used to. During the first few weeks, 
they are generally worn only a 
few hours at a time. In a matter 
of six to eight weeks, they may 
be used as much as a person 
wishes. There is individual toler­ 
ance to them however, some peo­ 
ple are able to wear them much 
longer than others.

sidered by the council, along with 
the plan advanced by the mayor’s 
committee. 
TWO CHIEF OBJECTIONS 
Leadoff speaker last night was 
attorney Boyd, who read a letter 
of opposition from the Citizens 
Parking Committee. He laid down 
two chief objections to the parking 
ordinance: 
1. The ordinance puts no limit 
on the amount of assessment that 
can be levied on property owners 
of a district. 
2. The method of implementa­ 
tion is undemocratic. The ordin­ 
ance requires opposition by own­ 
ers of 50 per cent of the assessed 
valuation of a district to stop pro­ 
ceedings. Fifty per cent of land 
area would be more democratic, 
and 50 per cent of individual 
property owners is the most de­ 
mocratic. 
“The only truly enabling fea­ 
ture of this particular ordinance 
is that it enables a small clique 
on Fourth street to dominate the 
majority,” the attorney charged. 
Owners of only 45 per cent of 
the land area involved in the 
mayor’s committee plan for off- 
street parking want the parking 
lots set up, Boyd declared. This 
means a minority is trying to 
dominate the majority, he charged. 
REFUTES FIGURES 
Attorney Julius Selinger, rising 
to the defense of the ordinance, 
refuted Boyd’s figures. Selinger 
pointed out that owners of 53 per 
cent of the land area and 61 per 
cent of the assessed valuation 
favor the plan. “By value of land 
or by value of land and improve­ 
ments, we have more than 51 per 
cent in favor. What can be more 
democratic than that?” 
He asked the council to con­ 
tinue showing “courage and fore­ 
sight” and pass the ordinance. 
Property owner Kenneth Irwin, 
a member of the Citizens Parking 
Committee, made an impassioned 
plea for the defeat of the ordin­ 
ance.

Let's Not Forget Need For 
Bay Shore Public Beaches 


Marin’s public recreational facilities, par­ 
ticularly our state parks, are of immense 
value to our county. 
And in the years to come they will grow 
in value. 
So last week’s announcement that the 
state-owned park at Stinson Beach is in line 
for expansion was welcome news. When the 
state took over the park area previously 
owned by the County of Marin and added 
an additional beach area several years ago, 
the Sea Downs resort was bracketed and 
remained as a kind of an island of private 
land in the midst of the public-owned park 
area. 


Last week’s announcement was to the 
effect that the state soon can be expected to 
acquire Sea Downs and add it to the park, 
rounding out the public-owned area. 
Now that Stinson Beach park expansion 
seems 
assured, 
the 
Marin 
Conservation 
League and individuals interested in pre­ 
serving 
recreational 
areas 
for 
perpetual 
public use, are turning their attention and 
efforts toward proposals for the expansion 
of Drake’s Bay County Park. 
W e have no quarrel with this. We tend 
to favor any and all reasonable and sensible 
expansion of public recreation areas. Our 
state population is growing astronomically; 


new people are swarming into the state. Our 
recreation areas soon will be totally inade­ 
quate unless we continue our expansion 
program. 
But we hope in the effort to win expan­ 
sion for Drake’s Bay Park, the proposed 
parks for McNear’s Beach and Paradise Cove 
are not forgotten until too late. Until, that 
is, they are gobbled up in some huge new 
subdivision. Our feeling is that Drake’s Bay 
area will develop rather slowly over the next 
few years. It isn’t likely to be subdivided this 
year or next. 
But we don’t have the same confidence 
about the future of McNear’s and Paradise 
Cove. 
Nowr that substantial progress has been 
made toward “cleaning up the bay” by for­ 
bidding the disposal of untreated sewage, 
bay waters are again clearing. Fishing in 
shallowT areas near shore is improving. And 
all the while the number of small pleasure 
craft—particularly trailer-borne outboards— 
is increasing rapidly. Marin County needs 
to have bay shore areas preserved for public 
enjoyment. 
We need to get busy on ways and means 
of saving McNear’s and Paradise Cove for 
present enjoyment, as well as future public 
use.

If You Want To Be President, 


You'd Better Like Goldfish Bowl

(JP) — The 
minute a man is elected Presi­ 
dent of the United States he 
moves into a golf-fish bowl il­ 
luminated by searchlights. 
A President has many things— 
power, prestige, a standard of 
living few millionaires could af­ 
ford. But he’s denied one tiling 
any Joe Doakes can achieve — 
privacy. 
He’s guarded night and day by 
perhaps the most determined and 
devoted crew of men in the 
world, the U.S. Secret Service. 
His doings are reported by prob­ 
ably the most curious and ob­ 
servant 
group 
anywhere, 
the 
White House press corps. 


ANYTHING A President says, 
even the most offhand remark, 
is noted, analyzed, interpreted. 
Any tailor feels qualified to pass 
judgment on a President’s ward­ 


robe. Any housewife feels free to 
criticize his wife’s hair-do. 
Herbert Hoover used to say 
a President can be by himself 
only on two occasions — when 
fishing and when praying. Even 
that isn’t quite true any more. 
President Eisenhower often has 
a gallery when he fishes, and 
crowds form to w'ateh him go to 
church. 


SO IT’S NO wonder all recent 
Presidents have fled from the 
White House at every opportu­ 
nity. Ike’s out in Colorado now% 
looking for a litle peace. H arry 
Truman used to hole up in Key 
West, where people couldn’t stare 
at him as if (to use his own 
phrase for it) he were a two- 
headed calf. Franklin D. Roose­ 
velt spent more time at Hyde 
Park than in Washington during 
the later days of his presidency. 
It’s inevitable that Americans 
throw such a strong spotlight on

their President for the simple 
reason that a President fills sev­ 
eral roles, all of them staring 
ones:

king

Thomas E. Dewey, who tried 
as hard as anybody ever has to 
get the job, was asked near the 
end of the 1948 campaign why 
any rational person would seek 
the burdens and tribulations of 
the presidency. The then govern­ 
or of New York scratched his 
head and, finally, gave a rueful 
little laugh. 
"I don’t know,’’ he confessed. 


STILL, THERE never has been 
any shortage of applicants for 
the job. Where is there a pub­ 
lic official—village alderman or 
U.S. senator who hasn’t, in the 
secret recesses of his heart, nur­ 
tured a wild hope that some day 
lightning might strike . . . and 
blast him into the ranks of 
Washington, Jefferson and Lin­ 
coln?

WHAT OUR READERS SAY: 
l-J Music Critic Responds To 


Complaint, Explains His Efforts 


EDITOR, 
Independent-Journal: 
In your issue of Aug. 4, 1955, 
one Charles Orgibet takes issue 
with my review of the Grant Jo- 
hannesen piano recital. Since his 
remarks raise issues of some im­ 
portance so far as the princi­ 
ples and practice of criticism are 
concerned, your readers may be 
interested in my comments on 
his letter. 
To begin with, it is not the 
function of criticism to either 
agree or disagree with the opin­ 
ions of readers and/or members 
of the audience, nor is it the 
critic’s job to reflect current 
opinion about the reputation, 
real or manufactured, of any 
particular performer. Profession­ 
al criticism is concerned with 
the music and with any given 
performer’s account of that mu­ 
sic; it is an expert report deal­ 
ing with what has been heard in 
the light of the facts derived 
from an intimate knowledge of 
the pieces or pieces performed. 
As musician, pianist and critic 
I have heard the pieces on Mr. 
Johannesen’s program p l a y e d 
dozens of times during the last 
20 years, by pianists of varying 
abilities and standings; it is my 
practice, as it is of every serious 
critic, to deal only with the mu­ 
sic heard as performed on each 
occasion, without regard to what 
public or publicity writers may 
think of the player. That Mr. 
Orgibet is satisfied to accept 
those opinions is his own busi­ 
ness; as a critic I am concerned 
only with the music as it was 
played. 
Few musicians will deny that 
pianist Johannesen is an accom­ 
plished performer, but he is not 
alone in that respect and his 
playing certainly is not so ex­ 
ceptional as to merit Mr. Orgi- 
bet’s enthusiastic statement that 
. . . as a technician he is very 
nearly unsurpassed . . . ” There are 
a number of equally gifted play­ 
ers both here and in the rest of 
the world, many of whom I have 
heard in recital many times and 
all of whom are quite as skilled 
technically as pianist Johanne­ 
sen. I have in mind pianists like 
Rudolf Firkusny, Julian Karolyi, 
William Masselos, Paul Badura- 
Skoda and such local players as 
Samuel Lipman, Leon Fleisher, 
Marcus Gordon, Laura Lee Lukas 
and David Del Tredici, not to 
mention others whose names ap­ 
pear in print more often. 
But in 
any case, technical 
skill, no matter how briliant, is 
not the sole factor to consider 
in 
appraising 
p e r f ormances. 
After all, to praise a pianist for 
accuracy or brilliance is like 
praising a civil engineer because 
his 
bridge 
didn’t collapse — 
technical competence, even bril­ 
liance, is, or should be, a mini­ 
mum requirement for concert 
performance. 
But 
awareness 
of 
musical 
meaning is far more important 
an indication of a player’s ma­ 
turity than is mere virtuoso dis­ 
play, since technique can be ac­ 
quired through practice, where­ 
as musicianship depends on ma­ 
ture understanding of how music 
is put together, and what must 
be done to communicate the mu­ 
sical art-work to the listener. 
Mr. Orgibet says that the 
critic 
. . ought to be aware of 
the meaning of the composition 
. . .” wrhose performance is being 
discussed; I agree, but is the 
meaning of Chopin’s B minor 
Sonata or Schumann’s “Forest 
Scenes” really made known clear­ 
ly when they are referred to, as 


they are in Mr. Orgibet’s letter, 
as 
. . fine romantic music 
. . .”? Does Mr. Orgibet really 
think that the terms “romanti­ 
cism” and “classicism” have any 
discoverable musical meaning? 
Does he really accept as valid 
descriptions these arbitrary cate­ 
gories created by popular writers 
on music? To such writers musi­ 
cal meaning is not at all the 
subtle and profound thing it is 
to composers, for which reason 
critical writing that has not 
passed beyond the level of first- 
year music appreciation has lit­ 
tle to offer serious music lovers 
and musicians. 
For in every musical master­ 
piece written since Perotinus in 
the 
thirteenth 
century 
there 
must be both structure and ex­ 
pression, since without the first 
the music would fall to pieces 
and without the second the mu­ 
sic would never have been com­ 
posed. Terms like “romanticism” 
and “classicism” are therefore no 
real guide to our knowledge of 
music; as the late Artur Schna­ 
bel pointed out, this distinction 
(between “romantic” and “clas­ 
sic” music) is one that should be 
dropped because “. . . the crea­ 
tive process is the same for all 
composers, from inwardness to 
lucidity . . .” In studies with 
composers 
like 
Albert 
Elkus, 
Randall 
Thompson, 
Frederick 
Jacobi, 
Arthur 
Bliss, 
Ernest 
Bloch, Darius Milhaud and Rog­ 
ers Sessions I have had ample 
opportunity to confirm the valid­ 
ity of Mr. Schnabel’s point; it is 
the basis of the analysis on which 
my criticism is founded. 
To be specific, in the case of 
the Chopin Sonata and 
the 
Schumann pieces texture is quite 
as significant as structure, and 
it is the player’s task to let us 
hear the web of counterpoint in 
the left hand as the more ob­ 
vious, purely melodic lines in the 
right hand. If the pianist is not 
aware of that fabric, he (and 
we) wTill miss the whole point 
made in these works, and it is 
that point to w'hich I referred in 
speaking of “inner meaning.” 
On this particular occasion 
Mr. Johannesen did not let us 
hear that fabric as clearly as 
both composers intended it to 
be heard, and though Mr. Orgi­ 
bet may be dazzled by Mr. Jo­ 
hannesen’s virtuosity, any mu­ 
sician who knows music would 
be able to tell the difference be­ 
tween, say, Johannesen’s read­ 
ing and one by Robert Casadesus, 
Edward Kilenyi, or the many 
others who manage to do more 
complete justice to musical texts 
Critics without number may 
praise Johannessen as “a fine 
romantic player” but such praise 
must be set against the record of 
his real account of the music. 
Furthermore, any fine musician 
must be able to differentiate, not 
only one type of music from an­ 
other, but also each piece frorr 
another by any given composer, 
and that is why I said that Jo­ 
hannesen’s performance of the 
Schumann pieces 
. . did not 
communicate an impression of 
its own . . 
The sensitive play­ 
er can do more than set off 
Schumann from Mozart; he can 
also set off Schumann from Cho­ 
pin, and more than that, he can 
differentiate each work of each 
composer represented on his pro­ 
grams. He knows, for example, 
that though all of Chopin’s Ma­ 
zurkas have features in common, 
each is & living individual, and 
his playing reflects that insight. 
Not only did Chopin and Schu- 


mann seek and obtain different 
values in composition, but each 
changed in the course of creative 
experience. That, in 
the 
last 
analysis, is why general phrases 
serve no purpose in serious criti­ 
cism. 
When I remarked, in discuss­ 
ing Johannessen’s performance, 
that “. . . sometimes a rhythm 
becomes obscured in the general 
brilliance of his playing . . . ” I 
had in mind cases in which his 
right-hand brilliance, though it 
can arouse awe in Mr. Orgibet, 
has all too often acted as a screen 
under which his left hand retards 
or accelerates inner passages in 
a wray not calculated to allow 
full value to each voice and each 
phrase. True, reviewers who be­ 
lieve that Schumann and Cho­ 
pin are “romantic” composers 
and who are sure that 
. . no­ 
body could quarrel with his (Jo­ 
hannesen’s) taste . . ." might not 
have noticed these interferences 
with the rhythmic line, but as 
we have said, professional criti­ 
cism is concerned with funda­ 
mental facts, not with super­ 
ficial observations. 
Musical playing is grounded on 
accurate knowledge founded on 
a w a r e n e s s of compositional 
values, and not on that indifi- 
nite category, “taste”, which in 
the last analysis is usually noth­ 
ing but personal preference. 
Mr. Orgibet considers Rous­ 
sel’s Bourree “monumental”; but 
as compared to some other pres­ 
ent-day piano 
works, 
Darius 
Milhaud’s Second Sonata, for in­ 
stance, it is by no means so im­ 
posing, and Roussel himself has 
created music more deserving of 
that adjective — the later sym­ 
phonies, or the chamber music. 
But in the end criticism is not 
concerned writh the making of 
all-time standings of either mu­ 
sic or performer; it is concerned 
only with specific works, and 
with specific performances of 
them by specific players under 
given conditions. 
I certainly agree that the Mo­ 
zart and 
Mendelssohn 
pieces 
should have been heard; the fact 
is that I was not able to arrive 
in time to hear them, though I 
did hear the encores. I did not 
find Johannesen’s playing of the 
so-called “Black-Key” E t u d e 
“unforgettable,” if only because 
I can remember several per­ 
formances by other artists that 
really deserve such praise, also 
because that work, like all the 
Etudes, is so much more than

British Press Is Both Better, 


Worse Than Newspapers Of U.S. 


LONDON—The many distinc­ 
tive virtues—and vices—of the 
British press hit an American 
reporter head-on returning to 
London after a considerable ab­ 
sence. 
For some days now I have 
been reading almost all (there 
are 10 regular London morning 
dailies alone) of the British na­ 
tional newspapers from the small 
c 1 a s s-circulation 
“Manchester 
Guardian” and “The Times” to 
the massive-circulation popular 
press like “The Daily Mirror” 
and “The Daily Express,” each 
within reach of 5,000,000. There 
are also the weekly papers from 
“The Observer” with a half mil­ 
lion 
readers 
to 
the 
Sunday 
“News of the World” with 8.140,- 
000 subscribers. 


THE DISPARITY in the char­ 
acter, circulation and quality of 
British 
newspapers 
is 
mildly 
breath-taking. 
Journalistically, I find Britain 
unexcelled at two points. 
Its best newspapers are among 
the best in the world. 
Its worst newspapers are the 
worst newspapers anywhere. 


BRITAIN 
POSSESSES 
th e 
most newspaper-reading public 
of any country. 
In the total number of daily 
newspapers and 
in 
the 
total 
number of newspaper buyers per 
thousand inhabitants, Britain is 
first. The figures show that in 
the United Kingdom 615 copies 
of daily papers are sold every day 
per 1000 population. Sweden is 
second 
with 490. The 
United 
States and Japan have 353 per 
thousand. 
The 
total 
British 
daily newspaper circulation is 
31.000.000, which is 15 per cent 
of the world circulation and sec­ 
ond only to the United States 
circulation 
of 
55,000,000 
with 
more than three times the pop­ 
ulation. 
There are two special factors 
which have contributed greatly 
to shaping the British press. 


ONE FACTOR IS the com­ 
pactness of 
the 
British 
Isles 
which makes it possible for any 
London morning newspaper — or 
any British morning newspaper— 
to be laid down at the breakfast 
table of its readers anywhere in 
the U.K. on the morning of pub­ 
lication. This*means that every 
national newspaper can appeal 
to a potential circulation area of 
50.000.000 Britons. Because of the 
physical 
size 
of 
the 
United 
States, an American newspaper 
would have a maximum circula­ 
tion area of about 12,000,000. 
This is an invaluable asset to 
the British national press. It 
enables the quality L o n d o n 
morning papers, plus “The Man­ 
chester Guardian,” to achieve a 
national readership and exert a 
national influence without sen­ 
sationalizing or trivializing their 
content. “The Times” remains as 
responsible and as informative 
as ever but it has lost circulation 
over the last decade and can now 
only muster about 220,000 read­ 
ers—perhaps due to its implaca­ 
ble staidness.

The mass circu­ 
lation British press is a sensa­ 
tional, restless hodge-podge of 
trash and trivia decorated with 
rather undraped bathing beauties 
and the more glamorous movie 
stars. It has 50,000,000 Britons to 
work on and it works on them 
to no'good purpose. On its 100th 
birthday “The Guardian” put it 
this way: 


“But it is still permissible to 
wonder whether in spite of all 
the immense progress in tech­ 
nique, much of English journal­ 
ism today is not losing the moral 
purpose that until recently it 
took for granted.”

Let's Not Forget Need For 
Bay Shore Public Beaches 


Marin’s public recreational facilities, par­ 
ticularly our state parks, are of immense 
value to our county. 
And in the years to come they will grow 
in value. 
So last week’s announcement that the 
state-owned park at Stinson Beach is in line 
for expansion was welcome news. When the 
state took over the park area previously 
owned by the County of Marin and added 
an additional beach area several years ago, 
the Sea Downs resort was bracketed and 
remained as a kind of an island of private 
land in the midst of the public-owned park 
area. 
Last week’s announcement was to the 
effect that the state soon can be expected to 
acquire Sea Downs and add it to the park, 
rounding out the public-owned area. 
Now that Stinson Beach park expansion 
seems assured, the Marin Conservation 
League and individuals interested in pre­ 
serving recreational areas for perpetual 
public use, are turning their attention and 
efforts toward proposals for the expansion 
of Drake’s B a/ County Park.

new people are swarming into the state. Our 
recreation areas soon will be totally inade­ 
quate unless we continue our expansion 
program. 
But we hope in the effort to win expan­ 
sion for Drake’s Bay Park, the proposed 
parks for McNear’s Beach and Paradise Cove 
are not forgotten until too late. Until, that 
is, they are gobbled up in some huge new 
subdivision. Our feeling is that Drake’s Bay 
area will develop rather slowly over the next 
few years. It isn’t likely to be subdivided this 
year or next. 
But we don’t have the same confidence 
about the future of McNear’s and Paradise 
Cove. 
Now that substantial progress has been 
made toward “cleaning up the bay” by for­ 
bidding the disposal of untreated sewage, 
bay waters are again clearing. Fishing in 
shallow areas near shore is improving. And 
all the while the number of small pleasure 
craft—particularly trailer-borne outboards— 
is increasing rapidly.

Harry 
Truman used to hole up in Key 
West, where people couldn’t stare 
at him as if (to use his own 
phrase for it) he were a two- 
headed calf. Franklin D. Roose­ 
velt spent more time at Hyde 
Park than in Washington during 
the later days of his presidency.

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WHAT OUR READERS SAY: 
l-J Music Critic Responds To 


Complaint, Explains His Efforts 


EDITOR, 
Independent- Journal: 
In your issue of Aug. 4, 1955, 
one Charles Grgibet takes issue 
with my review of the Grant Jo- 
hannesen piano recital. Since his 
remarks raise issues of some im­ 
portance so far as the princi­ 
ples and practice of criticism are 
concerned, your readers may be 
interested in my comments on 
his letter. 
To begin with, it is not the 
function of criticism to either 
agree or disagree with the opin­ 
ions of readers and/or members 
of the audience, nor is it the 
critic’s job to reflect current 
opinion about the reputation, 
real or manufactured, of any 
particular performer. Profession­ 
al criticism is concerned with 
the music and with any given 
performer’s account of that mu­ 
sic; it is an expert report deal­ 
ing with what has been heard in 
the light of the facts derived 
from an intimate knowledge of 
the pieces or pieces performed. 
As musician, pianist and critic 
I have heard the pieces on Mr. 
Johannesen’s program p l ay ed 
dozens of times during the last 
20 years, by pianists of varying 
abilities and standings; it is my 
practice, as it is of every serious 
critic, to deal only with the mu­ 
sic heard as performed on each 
occasion, without regard to what 
public or publicity writers may 
think of the player. That Mr. 
Orgibet is satisfied to accept 
those opinions is his own busi­ 
ness; as a critic I am concerned 
only with the music as it was 
played. 
Few musicians will deny that 
pianist Johannesen is an accom­ 
plished performer, but he is not 
alone in that respect and his 
playing certainly is not so ex­ 
ceptional as to merit Mr. Orgi- 
bet’s enthusiastic statement that 
“ . . . as a technician he is very 
nearly unsurpassed ...” There are 
a number of equally gifted play­ 
ers both here and in the rest of 
the world, many of whom I have 
heard in recital many times and 
all of whom are quite as skilled 
technically as pianist Johanne­ 
sen. I have in mind pianists like 
Rudolf Firkusny, Julian Karolyi, 
William Masselos, Paul Badura- 
Skoda and such local players as 
Samuel Lipman, Leon Fleisher, 
Marcus Gordon, Laura Lee Lukas 
and David Del Tredici, not to 
mention others whose names ap­ 
pear in print more often. 
But in any case, technical 
skill, no matter how briliant, is 
not the sole factor to consider 
in appraising p e r f ormances. 
After all, to praise a pianist for 
accuracy or brilliance is like 
praising a civil engineer because 
his bridge didn’t collapse — 
technical competence, even bril­ 
liance, is, or should be, a mini­ 
mum requirement for concert 
performance. 
But awareness of musical 
meaning is far more important 
an indication of a player’s ma­ 
turity than is mere virtuoso dis­ 
play, since technique can be ac­ 
quired through practice, where­ 
as musicianship depends on ma­ 
ture understanding of how music 
is put together, and what must 
be done to communicate the mu­ 
sical art-work to the listener. 
Mr. Orgibet says that the 
critic 
. . ought to be aware of 
the meaning of the composition 
. . .” whose performance is being 
discussed; I agree, but is the 
meaning of Chopin’* B minor 
Sonata or Schumann’s “Forest 
Scenes” really made known clear­ 
ly when they art referred to, a* 


they are in Mr. Orgibet’s letter, 
as “. . » fine romantic music 
. . .”? Does Mr. Orgibet really 
think that the terms “romanti­ 
cism” and “classicism” have any 
discoverable musical meaning? 
Does he really accept as valid 
descriptions these arbitrary cate­ 
gories created by popular writers 
on music? To such writers musi­ 
cal meaning is not at all the 
subtle and profound thing it is 
to composers, for which reason 
critical writing that has not 
passed beyond the level of first- 
year music appreciation has lit­ 
tle to offer serious music lovers 
and musicians. 
For in every musical master­ 
piece written since Perotinus in 
the thirteenth oentury there 
must be both structure and ex­ 
pression, since without the first 
the music would fall to pieces 
and without the second the mu­ 
sic would never have been com­ 
posed. Terms like “romanticism” 
and “classicism” are therefore no 
real guide to our knowledge of 
music; as the late Artur Schna­ 
bel pointed out, this distinction 
(between “romantic” and “clas­ 
sic” music) is one that should be 
dropped because “. . . the crea­ 
tive process is the same for all 
composers, from inwardness to 
lucidity . . .” In studies with 
composers like Albert Elkus, 
Randall Thompson, Frederick 
Jacobi, Arthur Bliss, Ernest 
Bloch, Darius Milhaud and Rog­ 
ers Sessions I have had ample 
opportunity to confirm the valid­ 
ity of Mr. Schnabel’s point; it is 
the basis of the analysis on which 
my criticism is founded. 
To be specific, in the case of 
the Chopin Sonata and the 
Schumann pieces texture is quite 
as significant as structure, and 
it is the player’s task to let us 
hear the web of counterpoint in 
the left hand as the more ob­ 
vious, purely melodic lines in the 
right hand. If the pianist is not 
aware of that fabric, he (and 
we) will miss the whole point 
made in these works, and it is 
that point to which I referred in 
speaking of “inner meaning.” 
On this particular occasion 
Mr. Johannesen did not let us 
hear that fabric as clearly as 
both composers intended it to 
be heard, and though Mr. Orgi­ 
bet may be dazzled by Mr. Jo­ 
hannesen’s virtuosity, any mu­ 
sician who knows music would 
be able to tell the difference be­ 
tween, say, Johannesen’s read­ 
ing and one by Robert Casadesus, 
Edward Kilenyi, or the many 
others who manage to do more 
complete justice to musical texts. 
Critics without number may 
praise Johannessen as “a fine 
romantic player” but such praise 
must be set against the record of 
his real account of the music. 
Furthermore, any fine musician 
must be able to differentiate, not 
only one type of music from an­ 
other, but also each piece fronr 
another by any given composer, 
and that is why I said that Jo­ 
hannesen’s performance of the 
Schumann pieces “. . . did not 
communicate an impression of 
its own . . 
The sensitive play­ 
er can do more than set off 
Schumann from Mozart; he can 
also set off Schumann from Cho­ 
pin, and more than that, he can 
differentiate each work of each 
composer represented on his pro­ 
grams. He knows, for example, 
that though all of Chopin’s Ma­ 
zurkas have features in common, 
each is a living individual, and 
his playing reflects that insight. 
Not only did Chopin and Schu-

mann seek and obtain different 
values in composition, but each 
changed in the course of creative 
experience. That, in the last 
analysis, is why general phrases 
serve no purpose in serious criti­ 
cism. 
When I remarked, in discuss­ 
ing Johannessen’s performance, 
that “. . . sometimes a rhythm 
becomes obscured in the general 
brilliance of his playing . . . ” I 
had in mind cases in which his 
right-hand brilliance, though it 
can arouse awe in Mr. Orgibet, 
has all too often acted as a screen 
under which his left hand retards, 
or accelerates inner passages in 
a way not calculated to allow 
full value to each voice and each 
phrase. True, reviewers who be­ 
lieve that Schumann and Cho­ 
pin are “romantic” composers 
and who are sure that “. . . no­ 
body could quarrel with his (Jo­ 
hannesen’s) taste . ..” might not 
have noticed these interferences 
with the rhythmic line, but as 
we have said, professional criti­ 
cism is concerned with funda­ 
mental facts, not with super­ 
ficial observations. 
Musical playing is grounded on 
accurate knowledge founded on 
a w a r e n e s s of compositional 
values, and not on that indifi- 
nite category, “taste”, which in 
the last analysis is usually noth­ 
ing but personal preference. 
Mr. Orgibet considers Rous­ 
sel’s Bourree “monumental”; but 
as compared to some other pres­ 
ent-day piano works, Darius 
Milhaud’s Second Sonata, for in­ 
stance, it is by no means so im­ 
posing, and Roussel, himself has 
created music more deserving of 
that adjective — the later sym­ 
phonies, or the chamber music. 
But in the end criticism is not

“The Daily Telegraph” rose to 
importance in the second half 
of the last century when It co­ 
operated with “The New York 
Herald” in sending Stanley to 
look for Livingston. Today it is 
a newspaper of conservative 
headlines, good world-wide news 
coverage and is the most respect­ 
ed and heeded voice of Conserva­ 
tive Party views. 
Among what Britain calls its 
popular press it seems to me 
that “The News-Chronicle” with 
1,360,000 readers provides the 
more responsible, objective news 
coverage. 
THE SECOND factor which 
continues to influence the jour­ 
nalistic character of the Brit­ 
ish press is the rationing of news­ 
print. This has forced the Brit­ 
ish press to achieve a high level 
of brevity, clarity and careful 
selectivity and not drown its 
readers in sheer acreage of copy. 
I find Britons who read only the 
16-page “Observer” and “Sun­ 
day Times” on weekends as 
knowledgeable as my American 
friends who take one or two 
180-page Sunday papers at home. 
This is good pro-reader editing 
and the British public are 
blessed. 
ON THE DEBIT side of Brit­ 
ish journalism is the awful pau­ 
city of solid news in most popu­ 
lar and tabloid picture news­ 
papers. We Americans often 
think the British press neglects 
America; I think that most 
British mass circulation news­ 
papers neglect what is important 
about Britain, The mass circu­ 
lation British press is a sensa­ 
tional, restless hodge-podge of 
trash and trivia decorated with 
rather undraped bathing beauties 
and the more glamorous movie 
stars. It has 50,000,000 Britons to 
work on and it works on them 
to no'good purpose. On its 100th 
birthday “The Guardian” put it 
this way: 
“But it is still permissible to' 
wonder whether in spite of all 
the immense progress in tech­ 
nique, much of English journal­ 
ism today is not losing the moral 
purpose that until recently it 
took for granted.” 
In the area of politics the to­ 
tal national circulation of the 
London morning newspapers, 
some 16,000,000, is about evenly 
divided among those sympathetic 
to Conservative and Labor Par­ 
ties but there are no pro-Labor 
provincial newspapers.

investigation in June through its 
antitrust division. 
Barton said he had been ap- 
roached by an agent and gave 
him “what I knew about the op­ 
eration of the International Box­ 
ing Club and the International 
Boxing Managers’ Guild. 
Barton said he expects to be 
called to Washington to testify 
before a Senate investigating com­ 
mittee as & result of the probe. 
He added that Julius Helfand, 
crusading chairman of the New 
York Athletic Commission, also 
has promised to testify before the 
Senate investigators.

All Flyways Except Pacific 
Get Added Shooting Days 


WASHINGTON CU.R)—The Pish 
and Wildlife 
Service yesterday 
granted American hunters 10 to 
15 additional shooting days this 
season in all flyways except the 
Pacific. 
Bumper numbers of wild ducks 
and geese are expected from their 
Canadian breeding grounds. The 
service said flights on all fly-ways 
are expected to be the best since 
1952. 
The Pacific flyways, only one to 
get an increase—five days—last 
year, retains the same 80-day 
season this year because the num­ 
ber of available ducks will be about 
the same as a year ago. 
J Following 
is 
a summary of 
shooting regulations in the Pa­ 
cific flyway where specific dates 
will be set in each state within a 
general framework of Oct. 1 to 
Jan. 15: 


For ducks, geese and coots the 
states in this flyway of Arizona, 
California, Iaho, Nevada, Oregon, 
Utah and Washington will con­ 
tinue to have an 80-day consecu­ 
tive season or split periods of equal 
or unequal lengths. 
As last year, all states in this 
fly way will have an option to 
choose a bag limit of ducks con­ 
sisting of seven a day or in pos­ 
session, or six daily with 12 in pos­ 
session, which may be increased 
to 10 a day or in possession, or 9 
daily with 15 in possession, by in­ 
cluding three “depredation birds” 
(pintails or widgeons) or three in 
the aggregate of both kinds. 
Bag and possession limits for 
geese remain at six birds, but such 
limit shall not include more than 
three of the dark species. The bag 
limit on Canadas will be reduced 
to two birds in the counties of 


Yuma and Mojave, in Arizona; the 
entire state of Utah; the counties 
of Bear Lake, Caribou, and Bonne­ 
ville, in Idaho; and the counties 
of Yamhill, Polk, Benton, Linn, 
and Lane in Oregon. In California, 
in Fish and Game District 22 (as 
defined in the California code), the ; 
limit on Canada geese will be one I 
bird. 
The brant season in this fly- ; 
way, in Oregon, California and | 
Washington, will remain the same ; 
as last year, with bag and posses­ 
sion limits of three birds. 
The 15-day jacksnipe season re- ! 
mains unchanged, with bag and ! 
possession limits of eight and | 
eight. 
Bag and posvsession limits for 
coots in this flyway remains at 
25. 
Bag limits on wood ducks re­ 
main unchanged. 


Deer Hunting In Marin 


Just Average So Far 


Deer hunting in Marin has been 
average. In some sections hunting 
has been exceptionally good while 
in other parts the take has been 
poor. 
Last year was a banner year 
and as the season progresses every 
indication points to a record take. 
Early deer tag returns at the 
Department of Fish and Game’s 
central office in Sacramento to­ 
taled 3,645 as of the fifth day of 
the season, compared with 3,611 
returns on the same day last year. 
However, the lead must be con­ 
sidered with a bit of qualification 
inasmuch as 180 of this year’s re­ 
turns were from Humboldt and 
San Diego counties which weren’t 
in last year’s coastal season. 
Mendocino County, in first spot 
with a total of 473 tags turned in, 
also led last year but the total 
on the fifth day of 1954 showed 
628 tags validated. Lake County

Get Added Shooting Days 


WASHINGTON <U.R>—The 'Pish 
and 
Wildlife 
Service 
yesterday 
granted American hunters 10 to 
15 additional shooting days this 
season In all flyways except the 
Pacific. 
Bumper numbers of wild dueles 
and geese are expected from their 
Canadian breeding grounds. The 
servio» said flights on all fly-ways 
are expected to be the best since 
1952. 
The Pacific flyways, only one to 
get an Increase—five days—last 
year, retains the 
same 
80-day 
season this year because the num ­ 
ber of available ducks will be about 
the same as a year ago. 
Following 
is 
a summary 
of 
shooting regulations in the Pa­ 
cific flyway where specific dates 
will be set in each state within a 
general framework of Oct. 1 to 
Jan. 15: 


Hot' ducks, geese and coots 'the 
states in this fly way of Arizona, 
California, Iaho, Nevada, Oregon, 
Utah and Washington will con­ 
tinue to' have an 80-day consecu­ 
tive season or split periods of equal 
or unequal lengths. 
As last year, all states in this 
flyway will have an option to 
choose a bag limit of ducks con­ 
sisting of seven a day or in pos­ 
session, or six daily with 12 in pos­ 
session, which may be increased 
to' 10' a day or in possession, or 9 
daily with 15 in possession, by in­ 
cluding three “depredation birds” 
(pintails or widgeons) or three in 
the aggregate of both kinds. 
Bag and possession limits for 
geese remain at six birds, but such 
limit shall not include more than 
three of the dark species. The bag 
limit on Canadas will be reduced 
to two birds in the counties of 


Yuma and Mojave, in. Arizona; the 
entire state of Utah; the counties 
of Bear Lake, Caribou, and Bonne­ 
ville, in Idaho; and the counties 
of Yamhill, Polk, Benton, Linn, 
and Lane in Oregon. In California, 
in Fish and Game District 22 (as 
defined in the California code), the 
limit on Canada geese will be one 
bird. 
The brant season in this fly- 
way, in Oregon, California and 
Washington, will remain the same 
as last year, with bag and posses­ 
sion limits of three birds. 
The 15-day jacksnipe season re­ 
mains unchanged, with bag and 
possession 
limits of 
eight .and 
eight 
Bag and possession limits for 
coots in this flyway remains at 
25. 
Bag limits on wood ducks re­ 
main unchanged. 


Deer Hunting In Marin 


Just Average So Far 


Deer hunting In Marin has been 
average. In .some sections hunting 
has been exceptionally good while 
in other parts the take has been 
poor. 
Last year was a banner year 
and as the season progresses every 
indication points to a record take. 
Early deer tag returns at the 
D epartm ent of .Pish and Game’s 
central office in Sacramento to­ 
taled 3,645 as of the fifth day of 
the season, compared with 3,611 
returns on the same day last year. 
However, the lead must be con­ 
sidered with a bit of qualification 
inasmuch as 180 of this year's re­ 
turns were from Humboldt and 
San Diego counties which weren’t 
In last year’s coastal season. 
Mendocino County, in first spot 
with a total of 473 tags turned in, 
also led. last year but the total 
on the fifth day of 1954 showed

WASHINGTON (U.R>— The United 
States has come up with a two- 
stage plan which eventually would 
abolish the Korean Neutral Na­ 
tions Supervisory Commission, in­ 
formed sources said today. 
South Korea has branded Czech 
and Polish members of the armis­ 
tice inspection teams as spies and 
demanded they leave Republic of 
Korea territory. Violent r i o t s 
against the Communist members 
of the commission have threatened 
to undermine the armistice. 


PLAN’S FIR ST STAGE 
The U.S. plan, in its first stage, 
would cut down on freedom of 
movement of Communist and other 
truce inspectors but would not bar 
them immediately from South Ko­ 
rean territory. However, the United 
States hopes 
that after some 
months of the first stage all na­ 
tions concerned would decide the 
commission no longer is worth 
maintaining and agree to abolish 


The plan must be accepted by 
many nations concerned, including 
the United Nations’ Korean allies, 
the Communists, S w e d e n and 
Switzerland—the other two nations 
on the commission—and South Ko­ 
rea. There is little chance it can 
win such wide acceptance unless 
South Korea stops its riotous ef­ 
forts to force Red truce inspectors 
out of its territory. 
CALLS FOR CONFERENCE 
The United States, meantime, 
saw little hope that progress to­ 
ward re-unification of Korea can 
be made soon despite renewed 
Communist calls for a Far Eastern 
conference to consider the Korean 
problem. Red 
Chinese Premier 
Chou En-lai issued such an appeal 
yesterday in a radio broadcast. 
U.S. officials said that before 
any progress can be made on re­ 
unification the Communists must 
give some evidence they will not 
continue to insist that free elec­ 
tions in Korea be conducted with­ 
out United Nations supervision.

PLAN’S FIRST STAGE 
The U.S. plan, in its first stage. 
would cut down on freedom of 
movement of Communist and other 
truce inspectors but would not bar 
them immediately from South Ko­ 
rean territory. However, the United 
States 
hopes 
that after

months of the first stage all na­ 
tions concerned would decide the 
commission no longer is worth 
maintaining and agree to abolish 
it. 
The plan must be accepted by 
many nations concerned, including 
the United Nations’' Korean allies, 
the Communists, S w e d e n and 
Switzerland—the other two nations 
on the commission—and South Ko­ 
rea. 'There is little chance it can 
win such wide acceptance unless 
South Korea stops its riotous ef­ 
forts to force Red truce inspectors 
out of its. territory. 


CALLS FOR CONFERENCE 
The United States, meantime, 
saw little hope that progress to­ 
ward re-unification of Korea can, 
be made soon despite renewed 
Communist calls for a Par Eastern 
conference to consider the Korean 
problem. Red. 
Chinese Premier 
Chou En-lai issued such an appeal 
yesterday in a radio broadcast. 
U.S. officials said that before 
any progress can be made on re­ 
unification the Communists must 
give some evidence they will, not 
continue to insist that free elec­ 
tions in Korea be conducted with­ 
out United Nations supervision.

U.S.-China Parley Recessed;

GENEVA (A*)—U.S. and Commu­ 
nist Chinese ambassadors met for 
nearly two and a half hours today 
and then recessed their talks unta 
Thursday. They gave no indication 
of any progress toward the release 
of 41 Americans held by Peiping. 
At the end of their session be­ 
hind closed doors, the negotiators 
aid. only that they would again 
take up the issue of civilian re­ 
patriation at their next .session. 
The meeting was the seventh, 
and. one of toe longest, between 
U. Alexis Johnson, UB. ambassa­ 
dor to Czechoslovakia, and Wang 
Ping-Nan, Red China’s envoy to 
Poland. 
It was interrupted by an eight- 
minute recess, while Wang and 
his aides left the conference room 
and conferred privately m a sep­ 
arate office. 
A member of the Chinese dele­ 
gation, .asked afterward whether 
the talks were making any prog­ 
ress, ^shrugged his shoulders and 
said smilingly “It is continuing.” 
The 'talks have been snagged on 
Peiping’s claim for return of Chi­

India, be allowed to screen, them, 
to determine whether they wish to 
go back to China.

Anti-Portuguese 
Mobs Riot In India 


BOMBAY, India (AV-Inflamed 
over yesterday’s bloodshed in Por­ 
tuguese India,, frenzied mote of 
Indians rioted through Bombay to­ 
day. They hoisted the Indian flag 
over the 
Portuguese 
consulate, 
forced newspapers, shops and busi­ 
ness houses to close, and surround­ 
ed government building»., 
Demonstrators shouted “Nehru- 
Leave Delhi and lead us to Goa” 
as they stoned the consulate and 
smashed its. windows. The consu­ 
late personnel had been evacuated 
earlier. 


FIRE ON MOB 
Police opened fire on toe mob, 
wounding 
three 
demonstrators. 
Several bus and streetcar conduc­ 
tors were hurt in attacks on their 
vehicles as the mob enforced a 
general strike throughout toe city. 
Beginning at dawn, more than 
150,000 Indians marched past the 
consulate screaming demands for 
military action against the three 
small Portuguese territories north, 
and south of Bombay. 
Guards 
there yesterday killed an undeter­ 
mined number of “nonviolent” In­ 
dian marchers demanding the ces­ 
sion of toe areas to India. 
In New Dehli, Prime 
Minister 
Jawaharlal Nehru told the Indian 
Parliament that his government 
would not be “provoked” by the 
killing' i n t o military a c t i o n 
against Portugal. He said he would 
continue to seek the transfer of 
Portuguese India, toe last foreign 
territory in the country, by peace­ 
ful means. 
SHOPS CLOSED 
Shops were also closed through­ 
out New Delhi by a 24-hour pro­ 
test strike. 
Nehru said latest information 
from the Bombay state govern­ 
ment put the toll .in toe march into 
the Portuguese colonies at 15 dead 
and 28 wounded but he said toe 
casualties might have been great­ 
er. He reported some 800 demon­ 
strators were still in Goa and Diu, 
two of the settlements, and said 
there was no information on what 
had happened to them. 
In Lisbon, the Portuguese for­ 
eign ministry said an unknown 
number of Indians had been killed 
and wounded yesterday. 
It said 
"the Portuguese authorities were 
obliged to meet violence with vio­ 


lence .... toe responsibility for this 
bloodshed rests entirely upon the 
persons who encouraged, 'permit­ 
ted and abetted the invasion.” 


PORTUGUESE PROTEST 
T he 
Portuguese 
communique 
said 
toe 
Indian 
demonstrators 
were expelled, “although a few In­ 
dividuals may still lurk in less ac­ 
cessible areas. ” Hie communique 
added: “'The Portuguese' govern­ 
ment formally protests to the gov­ 
ernment of India against toe seri­ 
ous violations of sovereignty per­ 
petrated.'” 
Because of the outbreak, organ­ 
izers of the strike that 
closed 
shops, restaurants and plants, to­ 
day canceled a big procession that 
was to have marched on toe con­ 
sulate this afternoon. 


Several thousand “non-violent" 
Indian nationalist demonstrators 
marched into the Portuguese col­ 
onies of Goa, Damao and Diu yes­ 
terday on the eighth anniversary 
of India’s independence from Brit­ 
ain.

Anyway, Zack is so interested 
in aviation that he couldn’t leave 
flying out of his strip—even if he 
could find another story which 
would combine so much adventure, 
romance, and real service to a 
major branch of human activity. 
Fly boys dominate the strip. 
One of them. Hot Rod Happy, has 
been in most of the action lately. 
He’s a reformed brat who is hav­ 
ing a heck of a time learning to 
fly with the Air Force. Hot Rod, 
who started out as a stinker, is. 
one of the few characters not 
based on actual people. Mosely 
never draws stinkers from real, 
life—says he doesn’t know any. 
Hot Rod has gotten as close to 
being a. bona fide member of the 
Air Force as any story character 
can be. The air force brass— 
though it has a high regard for 
Mosley as a stimulus to recruiting 
and other activities—was a bit 
unhappy about Hot Rod at first. 
His record was too dubious. But 
Mosley promised to reform him in 
the Air Force, and he has kept 
his word. You can’t find a better 


youngster than Hot Rod around 
anywhere these days. 
Friends says Zack’s resemblance 
to Jack is amazing, though Zack 
doesn’t have a mustache. But he 
.is a flyer and has. owned, many 
planes. During the war, he served 
with the Civil Air patrol and is a 
colonel in it. He flew a jet at 600 
miles per hour and did acrobatics 
in the critter not long ago while 
doing research. 
WIFE AN INSPIRATION 
It’s conceded that Zack’s wife, 
Betty, is the inspiration for Super­ 
sonic Sable, Jack's wife, and that 
she has had a hand in making up 
lots of the other “in de-icers”— 
girls, to you—who wander through 
the action. 
Zack was born, in Oklahoma 
when it was Indian territory and 
got a yen for flying when he was 
11. He studied art in Chicago, 
learned to fly at Midway airport, 
and was a "greater and setter’* 
in restaurants of a Chicago chain. 
Jack came Into being while Zack 
was suffering from poison ivy and 
couldn’t sleep at night. He drew 
instead, to keep his mind off the 
rash, and 'the debonair comic strip 
flyer appeared first on Oct. 2, 1933 
He never has stopped growing in 
popularity. 
The artist works in a studio 
above the garage of his Stuart, 
Fla., home (near Palm.

Fall-Out Data Every 12 Hours 


SACRAMENTO (CNS)—Stanley 
Pierson, state civil defense direc­ 
tor, today announced dist.ri.bitl.on. 
of “fall-out” weather data, geared 
specifically to plotting radioactive 
patterns 
from 
possible nuclear 
bombings. 
The weather data, Pierson said, 
will be distributed to sheriffs’ of­ 
fices in virtually every county of 
the state every 12 hours, beginning 
Aug. 22. 
Arrangements to' provide and 
transmit the information were re­ 
cently concluded with the weather 
bureau and the department of 
justice. 


The announcement means that 


every local civil defense organiza­ 
tion to California will be provided 
with the means of obtaining cur­ 
rent weather information on which 
to predict fall-out patterns against 
the possibility of sneak attaci 
with nuclear weapons. 


Fall-out, It was explained, is ac­ 
tually fine radioactive dust kicked 
up by a thermonuclear explosion, 
and carried by upper winds over 
vast areas in which exposure to the 
dust as It settles back to earth can 
kill and injure human, animal 
and plant life. 


Weather conditions at the time 
of the blast determines extent and. 
direction of fall-out.

All 
are from big families and brothers 
and sisters at home bid them good- 
by with envy. 
All three speak English with an 
ease and naturalness that makes 
it seem native to them. Slight, 
but charming accents can be no­ 
ticed in their speech, though. They 
each have 
studied 
English 
at 
school in their homelands for sev­ 
eral years, and this is their first 
opportunity to make extensive use 
of that study. 
However, Heide spent four weeks 
in England two years ago when 
she had an opportunity to use the 
language. 
LIKE MEDITERRANEAN 
Marin, they agreed, is quite dif­ 
ferent from their home communi­ 
ties. But its appearance on Gesa’s 
ride from Oakland airport, over 
the Golden Gate Bridge and Wal­ 
do grade, impressed her as being 
similar to the Mediterranean area.
